New Home of the International Grand Champion Epponian Sth | and 


Broadview, the home of Alexander B. Hagner, the purchaser 
of the popular 1936 International grand champion bull, Epponian 
8th of Rosemere, within sight of the city of Warrenton, consists of 
550 acres in the heart of the Fox Hunting Country of the Piedmont 
Section of Northern Virginia. The farm is located in the center 
of the section which has been assigned as fox hunting territory for 
the Warrenton Hunt, one of the most famed fox hunting packs in 
America, About 400 acres of the farm are gently rolling blue grass 
fields, about 75 acres mountain pasture, which is also blue grass, 
and the balance woodland. The farm land grades up to View Tree 
Mountain, one of the highest points in this vicinity. This moun- 
tain was an important one in the Civil war, having been used as a 
signal station by both Northern and Southern forces. Broadview 
in the heart of this famous blue grass section boasts fields carry- 
ing a particularly heavy stand of the old sod. The land is well 
drained and every field has running water in it. An ideal Aber- 
deen-Angus paradise—blue grass, shade, running water, what an 
ideal setting for the building and maintaining of a great herd of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. 

The barns have been remodeled and additional room built on, 
the paddock rearranged for the comfort of the cattle and the con- 
venience of handling.

Argentine Convention 


The Cattleman, published at Fort Worth, 
Texas, has been exceedingly interested in 
the “Argentine Sanitary Convention” and 
what its adoption would mean to the cattle 
industry of this continent. The February 
issue carries the following editorial com- 
ment which brings to mind the importance 
of immediate action on the part of cattle 
growers throughout this nation for the pro- 
tection of their own business: 

“The pending Argentine Sanitary Conven- 
tion is the most important matter which 
has been before the live stock industry for 
many years. This Convention proposes, 


among other provisions, to modify the pres- 
ent regulations so as to permit importa- 
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tion of live animals and fresh meats from 
certain parts of Argentina that are alleged 
to be free from foot and mouth disease. 

“The live stock industry feels as a whole 
that any modification of the present regu- 
lations will be dangerous to the live stock 
industry of this country as it will lead to 
the introduction of the foot and mouth dis- 
ease such as were had previous to the estab- 
lishment of the present regulations on Jan- 
uary 1, 1927. 

“The Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association has kept its members 
advised of its various activities which have 
had for their purpose the pointing out to of- 
ficials in Washington the danger of the rat- 
ification of the proposed treaty and the 
change in regulations which would result 
therefrom. Last year the Association pre- 
pared a brief showing the cost to the State 
and National Government of the outbreaks 
ot foot and mouth disease which occurred 
in Texas in 1924 and 1925. This informa- 
tion has been furnished to the United States 
Senators. Responses from the Senators in- 
dicate that they have been very much in- 
terested in the information in this brief and 
expressions from many of them are that 
they will oppose the ratification of the Con- 
vention. 


“The Texas and Southwestern Cattle 
Raisers Association has endeavored to se- 
cure the cooperation of those interested in 
the wild life of the country in opposition to 
this Convention. Foot and mouth disease is 
very destructive to wild life, as it is neces- 
sary to kill wild animals which are found 
in areas affected with this disease. During 
the outbreak in California it was necessary 
to kill over 2000 deer. 


“The present regulations which prohibit 
the importation of live animals and fresh 
meats from any country in which foot and 
mouth disease exists were urged by the 
Texas and Southwestern Cattle Raisers As- 
sociation and other live stock organizations 
after the outbreaks in Texas in 1924 and 
1925 had demonstrated that the disease was 
introduced through imports from abroad. 
The result of this recommendation was that 
the regulations were put in on January 1, 
1927. Later a provision was included in 
the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Bill which made it 
mandatory upon the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture to issue regulations prohibiting importa- 
tions from countries where foot and 
mouth disease existed. The pending Conven- 
tion proposes to make it possible that the 
embargo can be lifted as it applies against 
certain sections of Argentina. It is felt by 
the live stock industry that so long as the 
disease exists in any part of the country, 
and efforts to eradicate and control it com- 
parable with those pursued by the United 
States are not prosecuted, there is danger 
of the disease spreading to all parts of any 
country where it exists. 


“The importance to the live stock indus- 
try of the maintenance of the present regu- 
lations is evidenced by the fact that all live 
stock associations in the United States, lo- 
cal, regional, state and national, as well as 
farm organizations, have expressed their 


opposition to the ratification 
tion and have been active gh 
to dige: its ratification, .

Howard was at the 
agricultural school at Brookings, so handled 
his project “by remote control.” This steer 
placed first in the Deuel county competition, 
and placed seventh at Huron in a large 


profit of $84.45. 

“My 1929 steer was se- 
lected from the same herd 
and was a full brother to 
my first steer. We had 
five members in our club, and I was elect- 
ed president. 

“I will always remember my steer of 
that year because he was so gentle. I train- 
ed him to drive when hitched to a buggy. 
It took a lot of time and patience to teach 
him to hitch properly, but it was worth it. 
He attracted a great deal of attention when 
driven in the 4-H parade at Huron. In the 
judging, he placed fourth in a class of 36. 
This steer was a great pet, and I became 
very much attached to him. It was hard 
to part with him, and I don’t mean maybe. 

“My net profit on this steer was $27.19. 

“When our baby beef club began its ac- 
tivities in 1930, we had nine members. Six 
of the steers were Aberdeen-Angus and 
made a nice group of steers. I was again 
elected president and we had a very ac- 
tive year on account of the larger enroll- 
ment. 

“My 1930 steer was purchased from the 
herd of I. L. Jones of Raymond, as were 
also five of the other steers. 

“This year we thought we would go 1929 
one better, so we hitched my steer with the 
steer of Mary Agnes Gauger, and we had a 
real team. Oxen, if we may call them that, 
are not always easily broken, and we found 
that out. But we soon had them trained to 
go nicely.” 

On his baby beef project that year his 
net profit was $58.00. His uncle gave How- 
ard as wages his clothes and feed for his 
steer and heifer. So he felt that he was 
well paid for his year’s work besides going 
to school. 

In 1931, Howard was again elected presi- 
dent of the baby beef club, and also acted 
as assistant leader of the club. His steer 
was purchased from Ted Atyeo of Clear 
Lake, and he won second prize at Huron. 
His profit was $27.35. 

In 1932 there were eight members in the 
Baby Beef club, and Howard was secretary 


club book. 
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In his first summer on the farm, Howard Breeze as a child of nine showed his love 
for cattle and is here pictured with a playmate calf. This is the first picture in his 


class. The net profit on this steer was 
$42.18. 

In summing up his first five years of club 
work, Howard writes: “I feel that it has 
found my real place in life for me, which 
I am sure is the care and production of cat- 
tle. Club has taught me cooperation, has 
made me many acquaintances over the 
state, has created a desire for agricultural 
schooling, and to be a good sport, whether 
winning or losing. And last, but not least 
in these times, it has been the means of 
making it possible for me to attend Aggie 
School at Brookings. 

“My 1933 project was divided among baby 
beef, dairy and pork,’ Howard writes. 
“Soon after the fair I found what looked 
like a good prospect to feed for my steer 
project in the herd of E. W. January of 
Clear Lake. My previous years of feeding 
proved of value in getting on plenty of fat, 
but I didn’t do as well as in previous years. 
I won first in the county, but ran into stiff 
competition at the state fair, and had to 
be content with 5th place. My profit from 
this project was $43.20. 

“My dairy project consisted of the carry- 
ing on of the two 1932 dairy heifers, Mar- 
lis and Aletha. Aletha along with the farm 
herd won champion honors as best Holstein 
female at Tyler, Minnesota. My profit on 
this project was $98.20.” 

Howard modestly refrains from writing 
of the fact that at the National Boys and 
Girls Club Congress in 1933, he brought 
back the blue ribbon to South Dakota for 
the healthiest boy, with ali of the states 
and part of Canada competing. In 1934, 
Howard carried only his beef project. He 
looked over about 500 steers before select- 
ing two from the herd of Mr. Smith of Ray- 
mond. But unfortunately these steers, ac- 
cording to his account, lacked in’ breeding 
to make good show stock. “Instead of being 
low set, short coupled, and blocky, they 


were just the opposite,” he records. “Al- 
though they carried a high degree of flesh- 
ing. They placed 17th and 18th in their 
class, which was not so good although they 
brought me $192.10 on the sale. They made 
me a profit of $80.50. 

“I was on a live stock judging team at 
the State Fair, in which we placed sixth.” 

At the Little International at Brookings 
in 1934, Howard won the much coveted silv- 
er showmanship cup, as winner in 
dairy showmanship. 

“After I found that breeding had 
a lot to do with the making of a 
steer, esides plenty of fat, I decid- 
ed to pick out a steer from the 
Gauger herd where I figured a 
blocked steer should be found,” 
Howard writes in 1935. “They had 
a cow that was low-set, short coup- 
led and excellent Aberdeen-Angus 
type, and if she dropped a bull 
calf, that was going to be my club 
steer. In about three weeks she 
calved a bull calf, and he was a 
wonderful prospect, but he lived 
only two weeks, dying from sun- 
stroke. I was plenty disappointed. 
The second one I selected was 
about as good. I started him out on 
feed early and allowed his mother 
to come into the barn to nurse 
him. I made a big mistake this 
year in the feeding of my steer, 
and not seeing my mistake until it 
was too late. I was too anxious to 
get him fat in a hurry, and over- 
did it, foundering him. His front 
quarters did not develop asa result. 

“I also had two heifers in the 
Beef Heifer project. These two and 
my steer were all sired by the same sire, 
showing uniformity in type and size. These 
won first at Achievement Day, and first 
in showmanship. The steer won 4th at the 
state fair and my heifers won 1st and 2d 
in the 4-H and 1st in showmanship. In the 
open, one heifer showed in the junior class 
and placed 3d, while the other took 1st in 
the Senior Calf class, and Reserve Junior 
Champion. She showed against a little 
heifer exhibited by Elliott Brown that was 
undefeated in all show circuits including 
Chicago. My three head took $42.00 in prize 
money. They made me a profit of $89.40 
besides still having the two heifers and 
selling the steer. 


“On my beef project in 1936, I purchased 
five steers from a good typed range herd 
from west of the river. They looked pros- 
perous. I started them out with 28 other 
steers and heifers. But being just weaned 
and in a strange place, it took them about 
two months to get started. Then hot weath- 
er struck and slowed up their gains. I 
picked out the best steer, and showed him 
at Achievement Day and won Ist place. At 
the state fair in a class of 30 he placed 
13th. I showed the heifers at four county 
fairs, having the Gauger herd on the show 
circuit, always winning first in each class 
and always a grand champion female on 
one of them. They went to Minnesota state 
fair, one winning second and the other 
fifth, and they were great help in group 
classes. At Huron they placed 2d and 4th 
in the open class.

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Sunbeam Farms and Ames Plantation Divide Grand Championship, 


The second annual Aberdeen-Angus show 

was held in connection with the Florida 
State Fair and Gasparilla Exposition at 
Tampa, Florida, Jan. 26 to Feb. 6. This 
show created an unusual amount of interest 
among the live stock producers of Florida 
and did a great deal to stimulate further 
interests in Aberdeen-Angus cattle in that 
region. The show was visited during this 
period by more than 400,000 people. The 
Aberdeen-Angus exhibit was outstanding 
because of the number of cattle on exhibi- 
tion and the quality of the herds exhibited. 
Cattle were exhibited by American Lime- 
stone Co., Mascot, Tennessee; Ames Planta- 
tion, Grand Junction, Tennessee; Robert 
Cresap, White Heath, Illinois; French Broad 
Farms, Dandridge, Tennessee; S. C. Fuller- 
ton & Sons, Miami, Oklahoma, and Univers- 
ity of Tennessee, Knoxville, Tennessee. In 
addition to these herds J. B. Simonton, Mi- 
canopy, Florida, had on exhibition approxi- 
mately 30 head of cattle from his ranch, 
which formed a part of the live stock ex- 
hibit put on by the Florida Cattlemen’s As- 
sociation. 

Most of the classes, especially the young- 
er classes, were well filled and made a 
strong show throughout. In the three year 
old bull class, Queenmere 183d exhibited by 
University of Tennessee was the only en- 
try. This is an outstanding show bull and 
is also proving to be a splendid sire in the 
herd at that institution. In the two year 
old class the first award went to Blackcap 
B. J. 2d exhibited by Robert Cresap. In the 
senior yearling class the first award went 
to S. C. Fullerton & Sons with Elban 9th 
of Sunbeam. Ames Plantation won both the 
junior and summer yearling classes with A. 
P. Bonny Pal and A. P. Bellman’s Beau. 
Both the senior and junior calf classes were 
won by S. C. Fullerton & Sons with Black 
Prince of Sunbeam and Quality of Sunbeam 
7th. Blackcap B. J. exhibited by Robert 
Cresap was the senior champion and Black 
Prince of Sunbeam exhibited by Fullerton 
was the junior and grand champion of the 
show. 

Ames Plantation dominated in the bull 
groups winning all of these classes. 


There were no entries in the three year 
old cow class but the rest of the female 
classes were all well filled. Ames Planta- 
tion won first in five of the six female 
classes. The winners in each class were as 
follows: Two year old, A. P. Black Lassie; 
senior yearling, A. P. Babbette 2d, junior 
yearling, A. P. Phrances, summer yearling, 
A. P. Bonny Pride and senior heifer calf A. 
P. Ellyn B. The junior calf class winner 
was Blackcap U. T. Cheer exhibited by the 
University of Tennesee. Ames Plantation 
won all the female championships. A. P. 
Black Lassie, the two year old was senior 
and grand champion and A. P. Phrances, 
the junior yearling, was the junior cham- 
pion.

ternal grandsire the great Earl Marshall 
who sired more International grand cham- 
pion bulls and cows than any other bull that 
ever lived. He was in turn by Protine and 
he by Baden Lad, who sired three Interna- 
tional grand champion daughters. Prince 
Marshall’s dam was Pride McHenry 46th an 
own daughter of the great show bull West- 
ern Star and he was by He’s a Star a real 
show bull in his day. The dam of “6th” is 
Pride of Grassland and she is a granddaugh- 
ter of Imported Pride of Dalmeny while her 
sire is a son of Imported Eurotas of Fin- 
larig. 

Black Gold Marshall 3d is also a son of 
the International grand champion Prince 
Marshall. It is quite safe to say that Mr. 
Blandford received more tempting offers for 
this bull than has ever been made for an 
International grand champion bull. These 
prices ran all the way up to $10,000.00 cash 
on the barrel head, and yet they were all 
turned down. Why, because Mr. Blandford 
recognized the value of a great breeding 
bull. The dam of this bull was Blackbird 
Naomi 4th whose dam is another grand- 
daughter of Baden Lad. Her sire was Lad- 
die of Rosemere one of the best breeding 
sons of the International grand champion 
Oakville Quiet Lad and he was by Black 
Woodlawn whose blood lines are so cherish- 
ed these days. Western Star also appears 
in this tabulation. 

The point the Journal is trying to make 
with this story is that there is merit in 
established lines of breeding and again that 
it usually requires many years to thorough- 
ly establish a line that will carry on rea- 
sonably sure. There is then no particular 
surprise that calves from Capps Ranch 
-should do well in the shows when they are 
properly fed and shown. Dorothy Mae will 
undoubtedly be heard from again this year.

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Kenneth McGregor Visits Maryland’s Doddie Herds 


Maryland is fast becoming the Aberdeen- 
shire of America. Everywhere you go 
where there are beef cattle, you see Aber- 
deen-Angus. In one day’s travel in Mary- 
land you can probably see as many out- 
standing herds of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
as in any other section of America. The 
breeders generally are very much interest- 
ed and in almost every case want the best. 
It is a question with them of quality rath- 
er than quantity. They think about their 
cattle and read about them and the objec- 
tive of every breeder we called on seemed 
to be to have the best blood lines and the 
best individuals possible to buy. 


The first herd we called on was that of 
Mr. George K. Bailey, Wickwire Farm, 
Earleville, Maryland. This farm is situated 
on the Chesapeake Bay with beautiful in- 
lets and waters everywhere surrounding it. 
The herd here consists of around sixty 
breeding cows that Mr. Bailey has been 
carefully selecting for some years. In one 
field we saw a group of heifers sired by his 
famous senior herd sire Evelesco of Page. 
Evelesco is sired by the famous bull Revela- 
tion Blackcap and is out of the equally fam- 
ous imported cow Early Verdict of Kiner- 
mony. This bull was purchased some years 
ago by Mr. Bailey from the Lofgren and 
McGregor Stock Farm at Ada, Minnesota. 
He is one of the lowest set, thickest and 
best charactered bulls I have seen anywhere 
and is proving an outstanding sire for Mr. 
Bailey. The heifers by him at Wickwire 
Farm are an outstanding lot, low set and 
thick like their sire, with beautiful heads 
and lots of quality. It is daughters and sons 
of this same bull that have been among the 
leading winners at the Maryland shows and 
sale during the last few years. Evelesco of 
Page is a combination of the best animals 
of the breed in America with the best of 
the breed in Scotland. I would say that he 
is one of the best breeding bulls that I have 
seen for a long time and also one of the best 
bulls individually. 


Running in the field with daughters of 
this Evelesco bull was a two year old im- 
ported bull bred at Ballindalloch. This bull 
I was greatly impressed with. His name is 
Evolution of Wickwire sired by Elstar of 
Ballindalloch and out of Mr. Bailey’s fam- 
ous imported heifer Evetta of Ballindalloch, 
she one of the famous Evolution Ericas 
from Ballindalloch, one of the most exclus- 
ive strains of the Erica family in Scotland. 
When I was in Scotland in 1930 I tried to 
buy an Evolution Erica heifer but could not 
get one. This is the only female of this 
famous Evolution strain that I know of in 
America. The bull himself has great depth 
and smoothness. He is of good type and in 
my opinion is an outstanding herd bull pros- 
pect. Calves by him from daughters of 
Evelesco will be heard from in the future. 


In another field we saw Mr. Bailey’s old- 
er cow herd. Here we saw about thirty 
wonderful cows sired by Revolution of Page 
1ith; Evaxus of Ballindalloch; General of 
Page; Revolution Blackcap and other fam- 
ous herd bulls. These cows represented the 
Miss Burgess, Glencarnock Elbas, Barbaras, 
Blackbirds, Edellas, and Juana Ericas and 
other well known families and in fact rep- 
resented the cream of the breed in America. 
The cattle were running out on winter green 
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A “Salt Lick” in a Shady Spot Along the Shore of Maryland’s Aberdeen-Angus Sector, 


feed with the shores of Chesapeake Bay as 
a background. It was most certainly seeing 
Aberdeen-Angus under most picturesque 
and favorable conditions. 

In the paddock around the buildings I 
was delighted to see Mr. Bailey’s newly im- 
ported females. They are real additions to 
the breed in America and will make valu- 
able foundation animals for Mr. Bailey’s 
breeding herd. These newly imported fe- 
males added to those he imported a year 
ago give Mr. Bailey’s herd a foundation of 
Scotch breeding that is the finest. The first 
importation was largely from Ballindalloch. 
The second importation of females comes 
from Mr. Beddie of the Banks and From 
Col. Kennedy of Doonholm, Scotland. These 
are two of the most famous herds in Scot- 
land. Just last week at the Perth sales in 
Scotland it was from Mr. Beddie’s herd the 
champion group of bulls came. Col Ken- 
nedy’s herd has long been known as one of 
the best in Scotland. 

In a field up near one of the residences 
on Wickwire Farm we saw the famous new- 
ly imported bull Koko of Dunira. Before 
we saw Koko we had seen several daught- 
ers by him. These heifers by Koko were 
really outstanding so I was not surprised 
to be impressed with Koko himself when I 
saw him.

There are so many little things that can 
happen to a breeding bull to temporarily 
put him out of service that two bulls should 
be good insurance and a good investment in 
any herd of twenty or more or even in 
herds of less numbers. Usually one bull will 
mate better with certain females. These 
things require time to learn, but they are 
valuable in the successful breeding opera- 
tions of any cattleman.
